gland which would prevent France 
from declaring war and that Lich- 
nowsky's dispatch must have been 
based on an error or misunder- 
standing. 

Von Moltke concluded the chap- 
ter with a few dramatic lines: 

“This was my fret experience in 
the war. I have the conviction that 
the Kaiser would never have signed 
the mobilization order it the Lich- 
nowsky dispatch had arrived: «a 
half-hour earlier. 1 could never 


get over the impressions created 
by this day's experience; it was as 
though something within me had 
been destroyed, which never again | 
could be revived; confidence and 
hope had become shaken.”

Jonathan Dodge, State Bank Superintendent, and former mem- 
ber of the Los Angeles county Board of Supervisors, will be appointed 
a member of the State Railroad Commission by Gov. Stephens within 
the next three weeks, according to apparently authoritative reports,

Mention of Mr. Shore's 
name, it is said, resulted in consid- 
erable opposition to his appoint- 
ment. 

Mr. Shore tn Sacramento yester- 
day announced his intention of re- 
signing as a member of the Board 
of Control and in the same state- 
ment denied that he is a candidate 
for a place on the rail-regulative 
body. His apparent voluntary 
withdrawal is accepted by many 
here as indicating a decision by 
Gov.
